ALREADY SCRAPPING ROR 
SPOILS. 
Down rn Springfield they have al­ 
ready got into a fight for the postmas­ 
ter job. Four republicans started out 
but one has quit in the interest of har­ 
mony, while the other three, and their 
friends, are pulling every wire to land 
the plum. 
Funny thing about it is that the 
man who seems to be in the lead is 
the assistant postmaster and has been 
for 20 years. During the two Wilson 
administrations he held the place by 
virtue of the order of President Taft 
extending civil service protection to 
all incumbents of the Office, an order 
that President Wilson respected dur­ 
ing the eight years he was in office 
and as the result of which practically 
every assistant postmaster in the coun­ 
try is a republican. 
Early in his ad­ 
ministration Mr. Wilson placed the 
postmasters under the same rule, but 
now we find the assistant at Spring­ 
field seeking the higher place, when 
to get it the rule by which he kept his 
position for eight years must be ig­ 
nored and nullified. 
Consistancy is a wonderful thing 
and a great virtue, but among repub­ 
lican politicians what does a little 
thing like it count? 


QUEER ANTICS IN NEW JERSEY. 
The various and sundry strange an­ 
tics of the late lamented election can 
be illustrated no more vividly than by 
citing the case of the state of New 
J ersey. 
This state is clearly and by a big 
majority nominally as “wet” as the At­ 
lantic ocean or the city of St. Louis. 
It elected a governor on a “wet” plat­ 
form and that same governor was a 
candidate for the presidential nomi- 
* nation with that as his only issue. Dur­ 
ing the campaign Governor Cox was 
openly charged by 
the 
republicans 
and leaders of the “drys” as being the 
candidate of the liquor interests and 
propaganda to that effect was spread 
all over the country. 
As a conse­ 
quence hundreds of thousands of 
“dry” votes were correlled for the re­ 
publican ticket. 
And yet we find that New Jersey, 
the “wet” state, went republican by a 
majority so great 
that 
nobody has 
thus far been able to count the votes 
and in the entire state there was elect­ 
ed but one lone democratic represen­ 
tative in the legislature. 
All this in face of the fact that 
nine years ago Woodrow Wilson was 
chosen governor of the state. W hat’s 
the answer? 


DIPLOMATIC BOOZE. 
The word “diplomatic” has suffer­ 
ed some hard knocks of late. 
People 
said that diplomats were responsible 
for the war. 
“Secret diplomacy” be­ 
came a sort of catch-phrase, denoting 
all that was sinister and villainous; a 
diplomat, 
according to the 
popular 
conception, 
was a smooth, 
astute, 
cold- blooded, cold-hearted intriguer, 
possessing enormous 
powers for evil 
and employing them secretly in the 
carrying out of nefarious schemes to 


wreck the peace and happiness of or­ 
dinary mortals. 


Yet, although the diplomats have 
thus been under a cloud, nothing very 
terrible has been done to them by an 
aroused and enraged public opinion. 
They still hold their accustomed of­ 
fices and perform their usual func­ 
tions. 
They are still found in every 
capital and nobody throws brickbats 
at them. Indeed, they—at least some 
of them—enjoy certain privileges de­ 
nied to other men and are permitted 
to do things that would get the rest of 
us into trouble with the police. 
For 
instance, they are allowed to import, 
receive, store and imbibe liquor. 
The diplomats have had to make a 
fight 
for 
this 
precious 
privilege. 
There was a time when it looked as if 
they would 
be deprived of it. 
The 
country having gone dry, the treasury 
department seems to have considered 
that all diplomats in the country 
should be dry, too, just like ordinary 
folks. 
So the customs service held 
up liquor which was being brought in 
by or shipped in to the foreign diplo­ 
mats who represent their respective 
nations at Washington. Th£ diplomats 
kicked like steers. 
They appealed to 
the state department. They may have 
threatened 
war—who 
knows? 
A t 
any rate, their protests preyailed. 
A 
new ruling announced that not only 
can the diplomats bring in liquor 
themselves but that liquor consigned 
to them on shipment will have to be 
admitted. 
Visitors in Rome were adjured by 
an old proverb to fall in with the cus­ 
toms of the Romans if they wished to 
get along smoothly and have a good 
time. The rule has a wide application 
but the foreign diplomats at Washing­ 
ton will have none of it. 
Americans 
can be teetotaller^ if they want to, but 
they need not expect the foreign dip­ 
lomats stationed among them to fore­ 
go the pleasures of life. Some of the 
latter feel that, although they have to 
live among people that they think are 
lunatics, it is unreasonable to expect 
them to go in for lunacy. 


BETTER THAN THE CUP RACES. 


Nobody can beat the Americans as 
builders and sailors of sailing vessels. 
At least, nobody has done it yet and 
a good many people of various nation­ 
alities have been trying to do it for a 
long time. 
Resolute’s recent victory 
over Shamrock was merely a repeti­ 
t i o n of an old, old story. In that con­ 
test two craft, which were not really 
boats but racing machines, met and 
the American machine proved to be 
the better built and the better handl­ 
ed. 
If America’s claim to superiority 
rested wholly on the results of such 
tests as this, it might not be very im­ 
pressive. It might be argued that 
such extreme, specialized types as the 
modern cup racers threw little light 
upon the relative merits of American 
sailing ships and sailors and the sail­ 
ing ships and sailors of other lands. 
But the cup races are not the only 
tests to be cited. The American clip­ 
pers of half a century or more ago 
were as a class, the fastest sailing 
ships that the world has ever seen. 
Yet there was nothing fancy of flimsy 
about them. 
They were real ships, 
built to carry cargoes, and as cargo- 
carriers they made much money for 
their owners. They were not only the 
fastest merchantmen that ever spread 
canvass; the chances are that they 
were also the most seaworthy. 


Charles Evans Hughes, who resign­ 
ed a life time job on the supreme 
bench to make the unsuccessful run 
for president against Mr. Wilson in 
1916, will 
probably now 
be given 
“something equally as good” as com­ 
pensation. 


It didn’t take 
long for “big busi­ 
ness” to get busy after the results be­ 
came known. 
Already decreases in 
pay and partial shut-downs in several 
lines controlled by great corporations 
are announced, the cotton mills of 
New England leading off. 


Those democrats who were defeat­ 
ed in the primaries are just awaken­ 
ing to the realization of how tremend­ 
ously lucky they were.
